Wasuinoton, D. C., July 28, 1920.—The following is a review 
of the reports received from domestic manufacturers of news 
print paper, from jobbers buying and selling news print paper, and 
from leading publishers using news print paper, prepared by the 
Federal Trade Commission. Import and export statistics of the 
Department of Commerce are also included in the review. When- 
ever possible the figures for 1920 are compared with those for the 
corresponding period of 1919. 

The figures which follow show the results of the commission’s 
tabulations for June, 1920, compared with June, 1919.

1917, 1918 and 1919, amounted to 112,736 tons of total print, and

Publishers’ stocks increased 17,964 tons during the month. The 
average daily tonnage used during June was slightly more than 
the average used in May. 

Publishers’ stocks and transit tonnage on June 30 represented 
slightly less than 40 days’ supply at the existing rate of consump- 
tion. 

Sixty-nine publishing concerns held about 56 per cent of the 
tonnage on hand at the end of the month. 

The domestic consumption of standard news by metropolitan 
dailies using between one-half and three-fourths of a million tons 
annually increased more than 2 per cent for June, 1920, over June, 
1919, and more than 19 per cent for June, 1920, over June, 1918. 

Average Prices Paid by Publishers 

The weighted average price of contract deliveries from domestic 
mills to publishers during June, 1920, f. o. b. mill in carload lots 
for standard news in rolls, was $4.752 per 100 pounds. This 
weighted average is based upon June deliveries of approximately 
51,000 tons on contracts involving a total tonnage of approximately 
one-half million tons of undelivered poper manufactured in the 
United States. 

The weighted average contract price based on deliveries from 
Canadian mills of more than 25,000 tons of standard roll news in 


carload lots, f. o. b. mill in June, 1920, was $4.550 per 100 pounds. 
This weighted average is based upon the June deliveries on con- 


tracts involving more than 200,000 tons of undelivered Canadian 
paper. The greater number of these are short-term contracts cov- 
ering the year 1920. 


The weighted average market price for June of standard roll 


news in carload lots f. o. b. mill, based upon domestic purchases 
totaling more than 7,000 tons was $10.072 per 100 pounds. This 


weighted average may be less than market quotations on account 
of contract relations, quantity discounts, mill stock ownership and 
other causes unknown to the commission. 


Finland Against Paper Exports 


Finland’s Parliament has passed a_ resolution demanding 
the government should forbid all exports of paper unless first 


all Finnish newspapers have been properly supplied. Not 
only should all home newspapers be supplied first, but they 
also should be supplied at reasonable prices. The parliament 
also demands the government should compel paper manu- 
facturers to withdraw the higher prices in force since March 
1. No more raise in price should be permitted. A majority 
supported a plan for a State paper mill to be organized by the gov- 
ernment and to be managed by experts, the State retaining 
a majority of the stock while the rest of the shares should 
be sold to newspapers, printers and other consumers of paper. 


Technical Association to Have Big Meeting 


All indications point to a largely attended meeting of the 
Technical Association of the Pulp and Paper Industry at 
Saratoga Springs, N. Y., September 1-3, 1920. 

Technical papers and reports will be read and discussed 
during the sessions held on the opening day of meeting, the 
second and third days of the convention being mill visitation 
days when the members and their guests will be taken in 
automobiles to mills and factories at different points in the 
Adirondack and Hudson River Valley district. The banquet 
of the association will take place on the evening of the open- 
ing day. A number of gentlemen prominent in the pulp and 
paper industry and mill executives will be present as hosts as 
well as guests, and the banquet is expected to be a brilliant 
affair. It will be held at the Grand Union Hotel, which is 
official headquarters of T. A. P. P. I. for the fall meeting. 
Members should make certain of securing reservations at the 
hotel for September 1 and succeeding days of the meeting.

Brown-Williamette to Change From Oil to Coal 

Camas, Wash., July 18, 1920.—Owing to the critical condition 
of the fuel oi! supply the Crown-Willamette Paper Company’s 
mills in Camas are making preparations for converting their boil- 


ers from oil burners to coal. Changing the boilers over, building 
necessary side tracks and bunkers for hauling the coal will cost 
several hundred thousand dollars. 


The plant has eleven boilers, developing about 5,000 horsepower 


and consuming annually 250,000 barrels of oil. About 75,000 tons 


of coal a year will be required to replace the oil. 

While the machines in the mill are largely run by electricity, 
steam is necessary in the digesters for cooking the stock, for 
heating purposes and for drying the paper. A 1,000 horsepower 
steam turbine and generator has just been installed, to be used 


in cases of emergency when the electric power fails. 


Complete Study of Canadian Reciprocity. 

Officials of the Tariff Commission have just completed a study 
of the Canadian Reciprocity Act and its relation to present con- 
ditions. 

While no specific request has been made of the commission for 
this report, it is understood that the Finance Committee of the 
Senate is very anxious to have it so that the report can be used 
in connection with the repeal of the reciprocity act, which has 


already been passed by the House and which will undoubtedly 


come up for action in the Senate during the next session of 
Congress. 
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DECENNIAL CELEBRATION 
BY FOREST LABORATORY 


More Intensive Use of Present Supplies Rather than Seeking 
Substitutes Was Urged as a Means of Relief From the 
Shortage of Wood Pulp and other Lumber Products at 
the Celebration at the University of Waisconsin—More 
than 500 Nationally Known Leaders in the Lumber and 
Timber By-Products Industry Are Present—Superin- 
tendents’ Association Meets at Green Bay.

App.eton, Wis., July 27, 1920.—More intensive use of present 
supplies rather than seeking substitutes was urged as a means 
of relief from the shortage of wood pulp and other lumber prod- 
ucts at the decennial celebration of the Forest Products Labora- 
tory at the University of Wisconsin in Madison, July 23 and 24. 
Several speakers declared that the bill before Congress to appro- 
priate $1,000,000 to find a substitute for wood pulp is unwise, 
that the money would be spent to a better purpose if made avail- 
able to forest products laboratories for their development. 

More than 500 nationally known leaders in the lumber and 
lumber by-product industry attended the decennial and the pro- 
gram included addresses and papers by many of the greatest 
experts in their lines The celebration was in commemoration of 
the tenth anniversary of the establishment of the laboratory. 
Much of the time was devoted to inspection of the university 
exhibit of wood product and wood by-product samples. The 
guests were conducted through the university's miniature paper 
plant and many of the experiments now in progress were ex- 
plained in detail. 


Address by Governor Philipps 

The decennial opened July 23 with addresses by Governor E. L. 
Philipp of Wisconsin, and President E. A. Birge of the university. 

The governor’s address dwelt largely with the development of 
the lumber industry. He traced operations in Wisconsin’s virgin 
forests and showed that reforestation is one of the nation’s pressing 
problems. 

“Private enterprise cannot be relied upon to replant our forests,” 
he said. “The growth is too slow and substantial returns can- 
not be expected for fifty years. As a state enterprise it is too 
costly and as the product will benefit the entire country it would 
be neither practical nor possible to tax the people of a state for 
a national benefit. 

“Lands not yet occupied by agriculture should be reserved for 
reforestation purposes and the planting of cut over lands com- 
menced. It should become a settled rule that when a tree is cut 
down a new tree should be planted.” 


Dr. Birge declared that the time is coming when the use of 
lumber will be limited to the annual increase. “The United States 
must very soon adopt the moral and legal restrictions placed on 
forests which Europe followed for years,” he said. 

Plans for forming post graduate schools to train forestry grad- 
uates in the use of wood products were discussed at a conference 
of forestry deans of eight universities Friday morning. Their 
proposal was to give the foresters expert training in use and 
handling of wood and an insight into the various methods of 
manufacture. It is more than probable that definite action on the 
plan will be taken by several of the larger schools before the 
end of another year, it was said. 

Friday’s conference opened with a meeting of the executive 
committee of the American Wood Preservers’ Association. A 
meeting of the inter-regional technical committee of the National 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association was held Saturday morning. 


What We Have Done in Reforestation 


Frank F. Moore, chairman of the forestry committee of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association, presented an interesting 
paper on “What We Have Already Done on Reforestation,” citing 
the efforts of eastern paper manufacturers to replenish their wood 
supply. It was brought out during the conference that one in- 
dustry in New York has done more for reforestation in the last 
few years than has been attempted in the entire state of Wis- 
consin. 

The lumberman’s interest in reforestation was presented by 
O. L. Osborne, vice-chairman forestry committee of the National 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association, and by A. B. Thielens, rep- 
resenting the National Implement and Vehicle Association. 

Work of the Madison laboratory was lauded by D. C. Everest, 
secretary and general manager of the Marathon Paper Mills 
Company, who said that adequate cooperation by Congress and 
the lumber industry would enable forest products laboratories to 
conduct research work and experiments to furnish the solution 
for deforestation and wood shortage problems. 

“Allowing waste lumber such as slab edgings and bark to decay 
instead of utilizing it to its fullest advantage in paper pulp and 
for leather tanning is one of the mistakes which must be cor- 
rected,” he said. 


America now occupies a leading place in the world lumber 
industry but the time has come when reforestation and conserva- 
tion measures should be taken by State and Federal governments, 
cooperating with the forest owners and lumber industries if the 
United States is to maintain its leading position, H. E. Howe, 
chairman of the national research council extension division said. 
He declared that reforestation must be undertaken at once if 
national prosperity is to be maintained. 

American's reforestation policy and what it should be was dis- 
cussed by Lieut.-Col. W. B. Greeley, U. S. Forest Service, who 
told of the efforts of the government in some parts of the country 
and he urged cooperation with the lumber and lumber by-products 
industries. 

The closing address on Friday was delivered by W. A. Gil- 
christ, representing the National Lumber Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation. The chairman was John Foley, Pennsylvania railway 
system forester. : 


Conference on Reforestation 


The meeting of the National conference on reforestation by 
wood working industries in cooperation with states and federal 
governments and with the lumber industry, starting Friday after- 
noon, continued until Saturday noon. Plans for reforestation were 
discussed from several angles and it was proposed that several 
plans be submitted to the governments of the state and nation 
for approval. Plans were made for the national convention of 
the American Wood Preservation Association in San Francisco 
in the near future. 


Preventing Loss of Wood by Decay 


Loss of wood by decay and means of preventing this loss were 
presented to 100 superintendents of paper and pulp mills at the 
midsummer meeting of northwest division of the American Pulp 
and Paper Mill Superintendents’ Association in Green Bay by 
Dr. Otto Kress, of the Forest Products Laboratory, University 
of Wisconsin. Dr. Kress, told the superintendents how to pile 
the wood to prevent decay and explained the use of chemicals to 
catch the organisms which cause the loss. 

“It is impossible to estimate the loss to the mills because of 
the decay,” Dr. Kress said. “Something must be done to prevent 
the infection of the wood. It is practically impossible to discover 
the diseased wood by scaling.” 

Raleigh J. Cunningham, Green Bay, was re-elected chairman of 
the northwest division. Paul Sievert, Marinette, was elected vice- 
chairman, and Henry Bert, Milwaukee, was elected secretary. 
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Wood Pulp Agents 
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REPORTS SPREAD IN CANADA 
OF BIG PAPER FIRM MERGER 


Rumors Say That Large Numbers of Companies in Province 
of Quebec Are Interested and That the Plans of the Pro- 
moters Will Make it the Largest Deal of the Kind Ever 
Put Through in Canada—Sir George Bury, Recently 
Resigned as President of the Whalen Pulp & Paper Co., 
Reports State, May Join Price Bros. & Co.—Abitibi 
Pulp & Paper Co. Improvements. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MonTREAL, Que., July 26, 1920.—Reference has been made in 
the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL on several occasions to the rumors of 
a big merger of pulp and paper companies in Eastern Canada. 
These rumors persist, and today the following statement appears 
in the newspapers here: “Negotiations are said to be under way 
for another big pulp and paper deal in Canada. This will cover 
a large number of companies in the Province of Quebec. The 
plans of the promotors would make it the largest deal of its kind 
ever put through in Canada.” Considerable uncertainty prevails 
as to what companies will take part in this merger, if such a one 
is on the way. Your correspondent is informed, however, on 
what appears to be good authority, that the proposed merger con- 
cerns all the pulp and paper companies having interests in the 
Valley of the St. Maurice River, with the exception of the 
Belgo-Canadian Pulp and Paper Company, which is controlled 
by Belgian capitalists. If this is so, then the companies con- 
cerned will be the Laurentide Wayagamack, International Paper 
Company, St. Maurice Pulp and Paper Company, and Price 
Brothers & Co. The latter are stated to have limits in this 
valley. 


British Columbia Pulp for Spain 


Augusto Ramoneda of Barcelona, Spain, who came here a 
short time ago with the view of securing a supply of pulp for 


the paper mills in Spain, is meeting with some success. Two 
ships have already left Quebec with cargoes of pulp supplied by 
Eastern mills, and Mr. Ramoneda has been in negotiation for 
further supplies from the Whalen Pulp and Paper Company on 
the Pacific Coast. While Mr. Ramoneda will not mention any 
figures, he indicates that arrangements have turned out more 
satisfactorily than he had expected. 

In the course of negotiations, he said, contracts will be award- 
ed to British Columbia mills for thousands of tons of the raw 
product, which will involve large sums being paid. Spanish money 
is probably at present as good as any money in the world, Mr. 
Ramoneda explained. Owing to the war, Spain accumulated vast 
quantities of gold so that the gold currency exceeds the paper 
money. Approximately for every $10 of currency there is $11 of 
gold. 

Shipments from Vancouver will be routed through the Panama 
Canal as soon as possible. It is hazarded that in the course of 
time a new steamship service might be established between Van- 
couver and Spain for the shipping of British Columbia and 
Canadian products. 

Sir George Bury May Join Price Bros. 

A despatch from Vancouver states that the belief is that Sir 
George Bury, who resigned as President and General Manager 
of the Whalen Pulp and Paper Company, will join Price Brothers 
& Co., of Quebec. Sir George went to Vancouver a year ago to 
reorganize the Whalen Company, and from all appearances he 
has made a good job of it. Under his direction it has virtually 
passed the period from the construction stage to that of a well- 
established industrial enterprise. Its earnings are now said to be 
close to four millions a year. There are up-to-date mills and 


extensive limits at Mill Creek, Swanson Bay and Port Alice. 

Foreign markets have been established on a permanent basis. 
A few months ago, Sir George returned from the Orient, where 
he conducted successful negotiations for the sale of much of the 
output. 

The directors include Messrs. I. W. Killam, of Montreal; W. 
N. Hurlbert, Dayton, Ohio, and Alexander Smith, of Chicago. 
Mr. Killam’s activity in paper company mergers in the east has 
caused a rumor to start here that the Whalen enterprise may 
ultimately be tied up in a new amalgamation, 

In reviewing the record of Sir George in managing the enter- 
prise, the Vancouver Province says: 

“Arriving in Vancouver a year ago, Sir George found logging 
operations were more or less tied up by legal disputes. Creditors 
were clamoring for their money, and the employees were holding 
meetings and talking strike because their pay checks were not 
cashed. The peace treaty had been signed, and the bottom fell 
out of the pulp market. The production of the mills had previ- 
ously been disposed of in Japan, which country had advised that 
shipments be stopped, and it was necessary to find new markets 
quickly and to face closing down the largest pulp plant for six 
weeks. 

“A steamer was chartered, and 2,000 tons of pulp shipped to 
New York; sales were made in the East and the Middle West 
States, and though the prices obtained were small, it enabled the 
company with the new capital that was secured to weather the 
storm. 

“Although money was short, Sir George could see that log 
costs must increase, due to the boom in the lumber market, and 
he courageously faced the expenditure of a large sum, so that 
small wood might be used as in the eastern mills, and proceeded 
to install additional screens and other appliances so that the 
product of his plants might be equal to the best in the world. 
The wisdom of installing the small wood operations is borne out 
by the fact that the price of logs on the open market has doubled 
in the past year, while contracts have been let at a price which 
makes the small wood costs half that of logs. 

“He re-organized the personnel of all the plants, and the log- 
ging operations, and then proceeded to Japan where he made a 
more favorable contract for the disposal of his mills’ product.” 

Abitibi Company’s Expansions 

The Abitibi Pulp and Paper Company expects to have the first 
unit of the addition to the news print plant which it is erecting in 
operation by September next. This will add 25,000 tons of news 
print per annum to the 70,000 tons already produced. A further 
50,000 tons per annum will be added by February, 1921, giving a 
total news print production by February of next year, of 145,000 
tons per annum. A wrapping machine is being installed with a 
capacity of 10,000 tons per annum, and the company’s total pro- 
duction when additions under way are completed of 155,000 tons 
per day. Hydro-electro development at Iroquois Falls is being 
increased from 28,000 horse power, to 53,000 horse power. 


New Riordon’s Initial Dividend 

The directors of the Riordon Company, Limited, met in Mont- 
real during the past week and declared the initial dividend dis- 
bursements on the two preference stocks of the new Riordon 
Company, Limited. For the quarter ending August 31, next, a 
payment of 134 per cent will be made on the outstanding $10,000,- 
000 7 per cent preferred and one of the 2 per cent on the $10,- 
000,000 issue of 8 per cent preference shares. 

The declaration involves the distribution of $375,000 of which 
$187,500 will be paid into the treasury of the old Riordon Pulp 
and Paper Company, which holds $1,500,000 or the 8 per cent 
securities and $9,000,000 of the 7 per cent stock, in addition to 
the $12,000,000 of common. 

The dividends, it was announced after the meeting, would be

paid some time in September, the exact date not yet having been 
decided upon. 
Paper Decision Goes to Appeal 


The Canada Paper Company has entered an appeal against the 
judgment of the Superior. Court in Montreal granting the peti- 
tion of Albert Joseph Brown, K. C., and ordering the Company 
to perpetually refrain from using sulphate of soda or any other 
obnoxious compounds calculated to give off objectionable odors, 
in the manufacture of pulp and paper at the company’s works at 
Windsor Mills, Quebec. The precedent set up by this decision 
is a most important one to all paper companies manufacturing 


sulphite pulp, as if it stands it may result in endless actions for: 


damages. 

In the statement for the appeal, the Canada Paper Company 
submits that the discharge of gases from the mill in question is 
not injurious to health or vegetation. The process of manufac- 
ture of pulp and paper adopted by the defendants is one of the 
most modern. Carbonate of soda was used up to 1908, but now 
the use of sulphate of soda is the only process that enables their 
mills to compete with imported pulp and also with pulp largely 
manufactured by this process in this country. It is submitted 
that there is no known process commercially practicable for re- 
moving all or even the major portion of the so-called bad smelling 
compounds and fumes from the discharged gases of sulphate pulp. 
If the injunction is allowed to stand, appellants say they will be 


compelled to close their chemical or pulp mill-and also a portion:

Saguenay Pulp and Paper Company 

The annual statement of the Saguenay Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, which replaces the North American Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, has just been published. It shows revenue from sales of 
$5,416,544 less sales expenses of $555,257, leaving the net amount 
from sales $4,861,287. The total operating expenses amounted to 
$3,538,022, leaving the net amount from production $1,323,264. 
Other receipts totalled $311,857, making total revenue $1,635,122. 
General expenses amounted to $214,945, which left the net rev- 
enue $1,415,176. From this amount interest bonds required 
$690,134 and interest on. bank loans, etc., $260,405, or a total of 
$950,540 leaving an amount of $464,636. From this amount was 
deducted reserve for limits $263,000, a special appropriation due 
to the high cost of coal $149,067, and an item of. further allow- 
ance of $18,916 making a total of new appropriations $430,985, 
leaving the net balance to profit and loss of $33,651. 

The general statement of assets and liabilities shows total as- 
sets of $25,197,483. Of this amount current assets amounted to 
$4,204,085, and current liabilities $3,954,108. The principal items 
in current assets are bills receivable, $659,520, stocks of pulp on 
hand, $1,119,440; wood pulp $904,694; advances made on 
wood cut $568,943; supplies on hand $845,749. In current liabili- 
ties the principal amounts are loans from banks on supplies 
$1,793,365, bills payable $764,560, accounts payable $627,244, inter- 
est on bonds $355,200; sinking fund $227,531. Of the total assets, 
the limits, plants and railways of the company are placed at a 
value of $18,521,555. In a letter to the shareholders, President 
F. L. Beique states that based on the contracts already signed 
for 1920 and 1921, the net earnings in each year should run in 
the neighborhood of $3,000,000 as against $1,415,000 in the last 
fiscal year. 

Fraser Company Extending 


The Fraser Companies have commenced operations at their 
tenth saw and shingle mill located. in New Brunswick,. situated 
at Magaguadavic. . They will cut about.six. million.feet annually, 
this year’s cut being at the mill site. An eleventh mill will be 


opened at Campbellton, N. B., next month and will have a capac- 
ity of 20 million feet annually. 


Pulpwood in Saskatchewan 


An offer for pulpwood at a price of $12 per cord has been re- 
ceived by the Bureau of Labor and Industries, in Saskatchewan. 
A market may thus. be found for great quantities of wood being 
cleared from the settlers’ holdings in the northern part of the 
province and which are largely being destroyed. 


Newspaper Prices in Spain 

William M. Strachan, Trade Commissioner at Madrid, has sent 
the following interesting report to the Department of Commerce 
relative to the fixed price at which newspapers are sold in Spain: 

“By governmental decree, effective June 16, the minimum price 
per copy of daily newspapers in all parts of Spain is fixed at ten 
centimos and the space limited to 13,000 square centimeters of 
printed matter. A greater amount of space may be used, the ex- 
cess to consist entirely of advertising but in this case the adver- 
tising must be charged for at the rate of fifty centimos per line 
of 2% milimeters depth and forty milimeters width. This charge 
is reducible in the case of provincial newspapers to a minimum 
net charge of twenty-five centimos per line of the same measure- 
ment, 

“It is also provided that if the legal price of the paper should 
exceed 160 pesetas per 100 kilos the newspapers shall be sold at 


» fifteen cenfimos as,4 minimum. The legal price of paper shall 


be fixed by an arbitration committee created by the present sub- 
sidy law so long as the subsidy lasts and after that by a regulat- 
ing board named by the Ministry of Labor on which the minis- 
try, the newspapers and the manufacturers of paper shall be rep- 
resented, 

“The following rules are made as to the subscriptions and sale 
of newspapers: 

“(1) The subscription in the place where the paper is printed 
shall not be less than two pesetas a month for such as are sold 
on the streets at ten centimos and thfee pesetas a month for those 
sold on the streets at fifteen centimos and four pesetas a month 
for those sold on the streets at twenty centimos. 

“The subscription agent’s commission shall not exceed ten per 
cen and that of the street sellers and news stands shall not ex- 
ceed three centimos for papers which are sold to the public at 
from ten to fifteen centimos and five centimos for those papers 
sold for more than fifteen centimos. 

“(2) The price of subscription outside of the place where the 
newspaper is edited shall be at least one peseta more than that 
mentioned in the preceding paragraph, the agent’s commission to 
be ten per cent. The maximum discount on the sales price for 
correspondents and other intermediaries between newspapers and 
the street sellers will be three centimos for papers which are sold 
at more than 15 centimos, and five centimos for papers exceeding 
that price. Such intermediaries shall not allow any ‘other com- 
mission to the street sellers than that of two centimos for papers 
selling at not more than fifteen centimos and four centimos for. 
papers which are sold at more than fifteen centimos. 

“The following rules apply to the subscription and sale of other 
than daily papers: the agent’s commission shall not exceed ten 
per cent and the street sellers’ three centimos for papers which 
sell at ten centimos, five centimos for those that sell up to fifty 
cénimos, six centimos for those that. sell up to sixty centimos and 
seven centimos for those that sell up to seventy-five centimos and 
ten centimos for those exceeding that price. 

“The dailies are. prohibited from giving premiums of any kind 
to secure subscriptions and from making any sort of combination 
with other papers, magazines, or publishers of books.”

Party of More Than Seventy Motor from Boston to Inspect 
One of New England’s Model Paper Manufacturing 
Plans—vVisit to the “Paper City” Includes Trip to Mt. 
Tom and Many Other Entertaining Features—Henry 
Goodman, of Stone & Andrew, Acts as Toastmaster— 
Representative Men of the Industry Give Their Views on 
the Paper Situation.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., July 26, 1920.—On Friday and Saturday of 
last week, the Collins Manufacturing Company of Holyoke and 
North Wilbraham was host to over seventy master printers of 
New England. On Friday morning the party headed by John A. 
Andrew of Stone & Andrew, Inc., of Boston, left Boston in auto- 
mobiles for a one hundred mile ride, over the finest of state roads 
and through nature’s most beautiful scenery, to the Queen City 
of the Connecticut Valley. 

The trip was without special incident other than the fact that 
the guide’s compass went wrong at Worcester, Mass., causing him 
to make a detour of about twenty miles which landed him and 
the party in his transport in a habitat of natives who had never 
heard of Springfield or Holyoke. The natives when questioned 
as to the road to Springfield, thought Mr. Andrew was mention- 
ing the name of the third party candidate for President. When 
the first of the guests arrived at the Hotel Nonatuck, Holyoke, 
his first inquiry was: “Has the Andrew party arrived; we missed 
them at Worcester?” 

Trip to Mt. Tom 

They reached Holyoke, however, in time for the trip to Mt. 
Tom, the peak from which can be seen with the naked eye 
country within a radius of fifty miles. Though the day was 
hazy and time of arrival at the Mountain House, located on the 
summit of the mountain, was late, an excellent view of the Con- 
necticut Valley, with its broad acreage of prosperous farming 
country was easily seen. Keen appetites were visioned on the 
countenances of every individual and while the scenery was to 
be admired, the inner man was calling for urgent attention. An 
indication of the hospitality in store for their guests was mani- 
fested by the excellent dinner which the host had provided and 
which was promptly served. 


Henry Goodman Toastmaster 

During the dinner, Henry Goodman of Stone and Andrew, Inc., 
acted as master of ceremonies and outlined the program for the 
entertainment of the evening and the following day’s visit to the 
plant oi the Collins Manufacturing Company at North Wilbraham, 
Mass. 

It is an old saying that “the day’s course of a man’s life is de- 
pendent on his morning’s meal’—it might be applied here that 
the dinner shaped the course of the visit of everyone fortunate 
enough to be a “Collins” guest. It developed a spirit of happy 
fellowship which remained throughout the entire visit and its 
termination was regretted by everyone when the hour for home 
departure had arrived and a vote of thanks had been extended 
to S. R. Whiting, president of Collins Manufacturing Company, 
E. C. Walker, salesmanager, and Messrs. Andrew and Goodman 
of Stone and Andrew, Inc., who had engineered the visit. 

After the dinner on Friday evening the entire party were en- 
tertained with a fine vaudeville show at the open air theatre lo- 
cated near the mountain top. The schedule for Saturday called 
for breakfast at 8 a. m. sharp and all were on hand promptly. 

Party Inspects Paper Mill 
Start was made from the hotel at nine o’clock and a fifteen 





mile auto run through country which is the mecca of all tourists 
to New England, brought the party to the main offices of the 
mill. Here they were greeted by Chas, Stewart, the general 
superintendent and his office assistants who took the party in 
relays of twelve each and a thorough inspection of the entire 
plant was made. 

To one who has been identified with the industry for many 
years, this situation afforded a marked contrast to that of twenty 
or twenty-five years ago when the inspection of a paper manu- 
facturing plant by either the converter or consumer of paper was 
unheard of and really was not to be expected. As the party 
was conducted through the plant every detail of manufacture, 
from the moment the raw materials were removed from cars on 
the side tracks and the final product was cased ready for ship- 
ment to the consumer was carefully and intelligently explained. 

Model Paper Mill 

The Collins Manufacturing Company was proud of its quality 
product and wished its guests to be familiar with the fullest 
knowledge as to how that quality product was made. To many 
of the guests the visit to the mill gave them their first pracical 
knowledge of the process of paper manufacture. 

The mill and its surroundings is a model of neatness, con- 
venience, sunlight and sanitation—each an important factor in 
the manufacture of a high grade product. The equipment is of 
the most modern type and that used in each step of the process 
is so arranged as to give the greatest efficiency with the least pos- 
sible loss of time. Its large battery of beaters was an interesting 
sight. 

Contented Employees 


More interesting to note was the happy and cheerful expres- 
sions on the faces of the employees which reflected the interest 
in their work and the environment in which it was accomplished. 


Views of the Paper Situation 

After the inspection of the mill, pictures were taken of the 
party in front of the mill and then another auto trip took them 
to the Auto Inn, located on Lake Machonis, North Wilbraham, 
where all enjoyed the shore dinner. 

During the dinner E. C. Walker, J. A. Andrew, and L. D. Post 
gave some interesting views on present conditions in the paper 
industry. Mr. Walker’ cited some illustrations of conditions 
now confronting the paper industry generally and New England 
especially. He impressed those present with the handicaps which 
faced New England manufacturers in all lines and voiced the 
general sentiment that until those handicaps had been overcome, 
prices could not be expected to drop. He cited what is being 
recognized as the universal experience of New England manu- 
facturers, that while they hold contracts for coal at as low a price 
as $4.50 per ton they cannot secure deliveries on their contracts, 
though they can obtain plenty of coal at prices ranging from 
$15.00 to $18.00. Mr. Andrew recited his experiences of an ex- 
tended trip among the paper mills of the country and while he 
expected prices would eventually drop, he said this situation 
would not develop inside of the next eighteen months. He strong- 
ly urged against the placing of contracts by the printers for 
future delivery and advised them to buy only what their immedi- 
ate needs required and at prevailing prices. By doing this he 


felt they would be better served, and could best serve their cus- 
tomers’ interests. 


Vote of Thanks to Mr. Whiting 
Mr. Whiting, the genial host of the visit expressed his pleasure 
at meeting so many of the printers and hoped their observations 
of paper manufacture would be of future benefit to them. As 
he finished a vote of thanks was extended to him for his hospi- 
tality and the opportunity of inspecting his mill. 
The athletic program scheduled for the afternoon had to be 
curtailed as most of those who had motored from Boston and 
other sections, wished to make the return trip by daylight. 
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PAPER MARKET IN CHICAGO 
CONTINUES DECIDEDLY FIRM 


Mills, However, Are Greatly Handicapped, Due to the Lack 
of Raw Material—Coal Shortage Especially Is Causing 
Great Concern, Some of the Mills Not Being Able to 
Obtain More than Half of Their Contracts—Members 
of the Trade Not Inclined to Believe That There Will 
Be a Drop in Paper Prices Soon—Freight Situation Also 
Is Greatly Disturbing to Industry. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cuicaco, July 24, 1920—The paper industry of this city still 
clings hard to the optomistic point of view. This in some in- 
stances is not a simple feat. The mills are reported to be running 
as near to 100 per cent as is possible for them to do. Raw mate- 
rials are said to be coming in very slow in some cases not more 
than 50 per cent of the order being filled. The mills’ output is 
slow due to lack of raw materials and consequently the jobbers 
are not getting their orders filled as fast as they would like to 
see them filled. The coal shortage is also causing some concern. 
Some of the mills report that they are unable to obtain more 
than half of their contract and therefore are forced to pay enor- 
mously high prices for coal outside the contract. Cars are mov- 
ing faster in this locality, it is said, but there is still a lot of room 
for improvements. 

The Labor Situation 

The labor situation has changed very little. Inexperienced and 
unskilled labor seems to be a little easier to get hold of. Experi- 
enced hands are all tied down tight to their jobs. A well known 
and well informed member of the trade stated that if a mill was 
without a foreman and wanted one bad it was next to impossible 
to’ get one. The same situation applies to the sales forces of 
various houses who are always on the lookout for good salesmen. 
They are almost impossible to get hold of. 

The jobbers report sales good. The supply proves to be far 
below the demand. This tends to boost prices at a steady pace. 
Prices have been climbing gradually higher and higher. The 
jobber gets it from the mills and passes the boost to the printer 
or whoever he does business with. That there will be a drop in 
the opinion of many members of the trade is hardly possible. On 
the other hand prices, it is believed, will continue to soar. The 
highest prices are expected to be reached this winter. Printers, 
it is reported, looked forward to a drop in paper costs expecting 
the fall to come in this line just as merchants in other industries 
felt a fall was due in other lines. They have been disappointed. 
With coal steadily climbing and difficult to get to the mill at al- 
most any price, and raw material touching the zenith, the Sutlook 
for, lower prices is very discouraging. 

Paper Prices Not to Come Down 

Walter Rapp, of the Arthur R. Rapp Company, 111 W. Wash- 
ington street, who returned to the city recently, states that the 
office of that company in St. Louis, Mo., will be closed for sev- 
eral months. Mr. Rapp will make Chicago his headquarters 
while the St. Louis office is closed. 

“It is my opinion,” Mr. Rapp told a Paper Trape JourRNAL 
representative “that prices will not come down in the paper field. 
Coal is going almost at a premium and raw materials are sky 
high.” Mr. Rapp confirmed the opinion of other members of the 
trade who stated that an advance in prices would be noticeable 
in the early fall and probably the highest prices ever asked for 
paper will be reached this winter. 

The Arthur R. Rapp Company, which handle coarse papers 
and bags are receiving many inquiries for their commodity but 
are unable to handle all of the trade because of the shortage of 
raw materials which exists. 


Freight Situation 


Another thing that enters into prices is freight. The industries 
are at the present time waiting to hear what kind of an increase 
in rates will be handed down. It is thought by many commercial 
men here that the increase will be in the vicinity of 35 per cent. 
Twenty-eight per cent of this is to cover the guarantee which 
the government made to the railroads upon the event of the 
roads going back to private ownership. The increase expected 
to cover the recent wage award will be something like seven 
or eight per cent. On top of all this comes word from the out- 
law switchmen that they do not favor the recent rail wage award 
and they talk of strikes and other things which commerce has 
wearied of long ago. If there is a strike this fall, managed by 
the outlaw switchmen, paper naturally will be harder than ever 
to get and the jobbers will suffer severely.

Paper Mill Wages. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics, Department of Labor, has re- 
ceived reports from paper mills showing the employment and 
wages paid in these factories during the months of June, 1919, 
and June, 1920. 

Fifty-five paper mills reported that there were 27,872 persons 
employed in their mills during June, 1919, increasing to 32,226 in 
June, 1920, an increase of 15.6 per cent. The pay rolls showed a 
substantial increase from $621,973 in June, 1919, to $978,982 in 
June, 1920, or an increase of 57.4 per cent. 

The Bureau’s figures also show a comparison between employ- 
ment and wages paid in paper mills during the months of May 
and June of 1920. It is shown that in 55 paper mills 32,195 per- 
sons were employed in May, 1920, as compared with 32,226 dur- 
ing June of the same year, an increase of only .1 per cent. The 
pay rolls in these paper mills increased slightly also from $955,334 
in May, 1920, to $978,982 in June, 1920, or an increase of 2.5 per 
cent.

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PRICES CONTINUE TO ADVANCE 
IN PHILADELPHIA MARKET 


Kraft Advances an Average of Half a Cent a Pound and 
Advances Are Expected on Other Varieties of Paper— 
Freight Situation Somewhat Improved, Though Still Far 
From Satisfactory—Fine Paper Division of the Phila- 
delphia Paper Trade Association Dines—W. F. 
Leonard, of the D. L. Ward Co., Returns From a Trip 


to Germany. 


(From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
~PHILADELPHIA, July 27, 1920.—Though the end of that ordinar- 


ily dull and draggy month July, is in sight there does not appear 


an end to the upward flight of prices nor was there experienced 
in the last days of the month anything like the usual abatement of 
business. During the past: week further increases were reported 
in several lines. Drafts were advanced by the mills an average 
of-half a cent on the basis of orders taken months ago and subject 
to price to be established at time of deliveries. .The mills are still 
most indefinite as regards acceptance or deliveries of stock in new 
orders. Water finish fibres went up: another cent.- Advances in 
practically all grades of rag bonds and the better grades of 
papers are anticipated within a few days, probably on August 1 
and of course when that takes place there is forecast a sympa- 
thetic upward move in sulphites. Writing papers will naturally 
advance with the better grades of bonds and though the price re- 
mained unchanged during the week the trade is anticipating an 
increase shortly. Card middles used extensively by the import- 
ant Philadelphia small-box industry were reported during the 
week as having moved up a cent to 13% cents. 


Freight Situation Better 

Existing embargoes covering the New England section largely 
were removed and in some instances it was found possible to 
move goods without the redtape of permits which during the last 
few months have been insisted upon. But though more goods 
came into town, the depletion in dealers’ stock was by no means 
improved. Quite a few of the houses are endeavoring to help 
out their patrons rather than benefit their own pocket books, by 
purchases from competing houses or by a swapping about of 
goods made possible through the good relationships established 
by the paper trade organizations. 


A Matter of Supply and Demand 
To that veteran of the jobbing business Joseph B. Mitchell of 
the Quaker City Company the experience of a July with business 
almost as brisk as in June is unique but not at all surprising. 
Mr. Mitchell repeatedly has pointed out that the paper business 
like all others, is governed by the law of supply and demand and 
that just as long as there continues to exist the present condi- 
tions of a greater requirement for paper than mill production can 
satisfy, there will be increasing prices. He is of opinion that 
high as prices now are they will continue to advance just so long 
as there ig the existing disparity between consumption and pro- 
duction. 
Fine Paper Division Has Dinner 


Just what that disparity is was told to members of the Fine 
Paper division of the Philadelphia Paper Trade Association at 
dinner on Thursday noon last at The Bourse, as guests of A. 
Hartung. Leon Beck of the Charles Beck Company presented a 
report as one of the committee of three representatives of Phila- 
delphia who conferred in Chicago on July 15 with the conference 
committee representing the mills producing writing, cover and 
book ‘papers. He reviewed the deliberations over the Trade 
Cover Customs and the glazed paper terms but said that the 


most important matter presented was the reply to the questionnaire 
sent out to the dealers prior to he conference meeing. Out of 145 
questionnaires sent out, Mr. Beck said, there had been received 
108 answers all indicating stocks on hands far below the amount 
required and all emphasizing shortages in deliveries. As chair- 
man of the manufacturers’ committee, Mr. Beck said, Mr. Ray- 
bold of the Rising Paper Company reported that up to the Sat- 
urday preceding the meeting, the reports showed the writing 
paper mills had on hand but a 4% weeks’ supply as against orders 
for fully 14 weeks ahead and the book paper mills a seven days’ 
supply with orders for 20 weeks ahead. Under these conditions 
restricted supplies from the mills and advancing prices are fore- 
cast. 


W. F. Leonard Returns 


If there is consolation that others are still worse off, the Phila- 
delphia trade may find relief in the story told by W. F. Leonard 
who returned to the D. L. Ward Company headquarters, just 
about the time President D. L. Ward was sailing for. abroad, 
after a three months’ study of manufacturing conditions in Eu- 
rope made for the Ward Company. Everywhere he said there 
were intense shortages in- paper and prices far in advance of 
those maintaining here. Mr. Leonard spent considerable time in 
Germany. “I had a rather pleasant experience there,” he said; 
“for on June 10 I entered the office of the Papier Zeitung in 
Berlin and there I read a copy of the Paper Trape JOURNAL 
which informed me that the Ward Company had taken over the 
States Paper Company. This was the first news of the matter 
that came to me; indeed the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL was the only 
medium I could find giving me information of conditions at 
home. . The cables were badly mudied; the mails were about 30 
days behind, but somehow the I'avtek Trave JouRNAL managed to 
get through—just how is beyond me. I have always been a 
reader of it but never so pleased a one as over there in Berlin. 
Incidentally I want to say that Editor Ferrenchey of the Papier 
Zeitung was courtesy itself; there was nothing he would not do 
to help me in my search for information and I want to say that 
any American paper man visiting Germany who fails to get in 
touch with Mr. Ferrenchey will miss the pleasantest part of the 
trip.” 

Mr. Leonard is now organizing a manufacturing enterprise for 
the Ward Company. It proposes to make up a complete line of 
envelopes and of other specialties and is hopeful of starting pro- 
duction about the middle of next month. Necessary machinery 
has nearly all been secured ‘and final arrangements for a location 
for the new plant will be made shortly. Mr. Leonard before en- 
tering the Ward organization was connected for many years with 
the American Paper Goods Company, Kensington, Conn., and he 
represented that firm as sales agent in Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland, District’ of Columbia and Virginia. Dis- 
cussing conditions in Germany he said, “We think we are experi- 
encing a paper shortage here but it is as nothing compared to 
what they are suffering in Germany. There are practically no 
paper bags to be had. News is tremendously scarce. The news- 
papers are all of reduced size and old copies are used to make 
containers for fruit and even candies. Prices are fully twenty-five 
per cent higher than here. Practically no news is being im- 
ported because the Government is restraining importations in 
the hope of building up the German industry. That is slow work 
over there because of the shortage of both pulp which comes 
from Sweden and of coal; every mill seems to be shy on either 
one or the other.” 


General News of the Trade 
President Ward, of the W. L.-Ward Co., sailed from New 
York on the Rotterdam on July 21, accompanied by his family 
for a seven weeks’ trip, principally in France.

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MATTERS IN MIAMI VALLEY 
OF INTEREST TO PAPER MEN 


Crystal Tissue Co. Incorporates With Capital Stock of 
$1,000,000, and Will Operate Plant at Amanda—Plant 
of the Ohio Paper Co. at Miamisburg Is Damaged by Fire 
to the Extent of $50,000—Fire Occurred at Critical Time, 
as the Company Had Several Large Contracts and Con- 
siderable Material Awaited Shipment According to an 
Official of the Concern.

Dayton, Ohio, July 25, 1920—The organization of the Crystal 
Tissue Company with a capitalization of $1,000,000, at Columbus 
the latter part of last week caused considerable interest in paper 
trade circles. 

Inquiry shows that the Crystal Tissue company will lease and 
operate the plant of the Crystal Paper Company at Amanda and 
that Z. W. Ranck will serve as president of the newly incorpor- 
ated company; W. O. Barnitz as treasurer and E. A. Cahill as 
secretary. All are Middletown men, and are widely known in 
commercial circles. In fact, they have been in close touch with 
the paper trade for many years and are familiar with its many 
ramifications. 

The new company will continue to manufacture the same high 
grade white and colored tissues as formerly made by the Crystal 
Paper Company. It is understood that no change will be made in 
policies or employees. 

It is reported that the Crystal Paper Company retains its char- 
ter as a holding company under the present management. 

Of the million dollar issue which was authorized to the Crystal 
Tissue company by the Secretary of State, $750,000 is in com- 
mon stock and $250,000 in 8 per cent preferred stock, 

Ohio Paper Co. Damaged by Fire 

One of the most destructive fires in a paper mill that has oc- 
curred in recent years in the Miami Valley was that which at- 
tacked the plant of the Ohio Paper company at Miamisburg, ten 
miles south of Dayton last Thursday afternoon. 

In addition to a property loss of from $50,000 to $60,000, coming 
at this time the partial destruction of the mill will result in ex- 
traordinary handicaps. 

The blaze started shortly after the noon hour in the rag cut- 
ting department. Employees who were working on the machine 
believed that matches in old clothing which was being cut up, 
caused the flash of flame which quickly ignited piles of inflam- 
mable material nearby. 

In a few moments the entire interior appeared to be ablaze and 
employees ran for their lives. Some barely had time to get out 
before the walls crashed, as they remained longer than the others 
hoping in some manner to stay the flames. 

It is the supposition that when the matches were ignited pos- 
sibly by a machine, the dust carried the flames to a pile of creo- 
sote bags which went up with a roar. Fanned by a stiff breeze 
the fire assumed alarming proportions and it appeared for a time 
that not only the Ohio mill but the surrounding paper mills and 
factories were in danger. 

The Miamisburg fire department and the volunteer force of the 
Ohio paper company’s mill, however, prevented a spread and 
saved portions of the walls though the interior appears to have 
been gutted. 

Robert J. Connelly, of this city, representing the Callahan heirs, 
is president of the company. He stated that every effort would 
be made to rebuild and that all material that can be saved will 
be salvaged. All employees will be used to clean up the plant 
arid reclaim material which is so difficult to get at this time. 

“The fire occurred at a critical time for us,” said Mr. Connelly. 


“We have several large contracts and considerable material await- 
ing shipment. These shipments will be held up, necessarily, for 
a time. The building will be reconstructed at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. Fortunately the machine room was not destroyed. 
A suspension of work for three months may be necessary, how- 
ever,” 

Traffic over the Ohio Electric railway was delayed for three 
hours during the progress of the fire. The fact that the Miamis- 
burg department had the flames practically under control twenty 
minutes after arriving on the scene and that they did not have to 
call on the Dayton department, is worthy of comment. It was 
the biggest blaze the Star City fire fighting force has had to con- 
tend with for a number of years. 

Charles Boldt Paper Co. Incorporates 


It is reported in mill circles here that the Charles Boldt Paper 
Mills company of Cincinnati, is preparing for an extensive pro- 
gram of improvements and this is partly borne out by the increase 
in capital granted to this firm during the week from $1,000,000 
to $1,500,000. The company has a comparatively new mill. Re- 
cent trade increases, however, have made it necessary to secure 
a larger capital to meet the constantly growing business.

papers. ; 

The Fidelity Trust Company, trustee under the mortgage of 
the Kenmore Pulp and Paper Company has given notice of the 
redemption at par of twenty-five of the issue of $1,000 bonds, 
drawn by lot.

Tons of baled rags, smouldering, were thrown 
into the street where the fire was extinguished by beating them 
with sticks, a more effective way than trying to soak them with 
water.

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MANY NEW PAPER PLANTS 
TO BE STARTED IN CANADA 


At Least Half a Dozen’ New Concerns To Be Started in 
Northern Ontario in the Next Two Years—Fewer Price 
Changes Than in Recent Weeks Although Quotations 
Continue Firm All Along the Line—Fort William Pulp 
& Paper Co. Starts Work on Its New Plant-—Important 
Industrial Congress to be Held at Welland in August— 
Daily Newspapers May Be Forced to Quit. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ontario, July 26, 1920—There are developments all 
along the line in the pulp and paper field and new companies are 
being incorporated rapidly. Northern Ontario will have at least 
half a dozen new pulp plants within the next two years—at Fort 
William, Port Arthur, Nipigon, Kapuskasing and Haileybury. The 
boom has started in earnest and with the growing call for pulp 
of all kinds, both at home and abroad, there will be an assured 
market. Pulp, chemical and mechanical, is still far short of the 
required supplies and many consumers are on the anxious seat. 
Some mills contend that they could make more money by selling 
the stock they have on hand and what they turn out, than they 
can by converting it into paper and disposing of the finished 
product. 

For the first time in many weeks there was no change in prices 
during the past few days except on cover papers, which, owing 
to further greatly increased manufacturing costs, have been ad- 
vanced one and two cents on a number of lines and quotations 
now range from 20 to 30 cents per lb. The demand for wrapping 
papers keeps up and there has been no slackening in orders. Many 
complaints are still heard with regard to the shortage, particularly 
in manila and kraft. One wholesaler stated this week that he 
could sell five times as much kraft paper as he is able to get from 
the mills, some of which have refused to accept any more busi- 
ness at any figure. In the line of Bristols some cheaper grades 
are coming in fairly well but the dearer grades, which a number 
of American mills are supplying, have long been delayed in de- 
livery and orders placed four months ago are beginning now to 
arrive. 

There is no change in board prices but plants seem utterly un- 
able to catch up. Paper box factories are all busy and have to 
turn down business owing to the dearth of supplies. In specialties, 
the same state of affairs prevails and one Toronto concern, which 
placed an order with a United States mill for 150 reams of onion 
skin paper, was informed recently that delivery could not be ex- 
pected for four months. One of the leading subjects of discus- 
sion among pulp and paper men is the application of the Canadian 
railways to increase their freight rates thirty per cent. The hearing 
will come up before the Railway Commission on August 10 and, it 
is expected, that a substantial advance will be granted. This will 
add to the cost of paper while the shortage of coal is still a very 
serious question with many manufacturers. Bleaching powder is 
almost unobtainable and pulp wood never commanded such high 
prices as at the present juncture. The general impression is that 
paper will go much higher before they are any price recessions 
and predictions are made regarding 20 cent kraft, 30 cent coated 
papers, 15 cent manilas, etc., before matters ease off. 


Mr. Carrick Gets Refund of Deposit 
A settlement has been effected between J. J. Carrick, of Port 
Arthur, and the Ontario Hydro-Electric Power Commission in 
regard to the pulp mill at Campbellford and the Bruton timber 
limits. By the settiement, it is understood that $225,000 deposited 
by Mr. Carrick on account of the purchase price has been re-

funded to him and that a further sum has been paid over by way. 
of compensation. Prior to the settlement, Mr. Carrick made ap- 
plication for a fiat to sue the Hydro-Power Gommission to com- 
pel them to fulfill the conditions of the agreement made for the 
purchase of the Campbellford pulp mill. and the Bruton limits. 


Work Starts on Fort William Plant 

As announced some. time ago, the Fort William Pulp and 
Paper Company has been formed and at its head will be John G. 
Sutherland’ of Dayton, Ohio, while Lieut. Col. Thomas Gibson, of 
Toronto,’ will be vice-president of the organization. The enter- 
prise will not be a subsidiary of the Spanish River Pulp and 
It will be entirely 
independent of that company although some of the men connected 
with the Spanish River concern will be associated with the new 
organization. Work has been started on the first unit of. the 
pulp mill which will have a capacity of 125 tons per day. It is 
expected that construction will be completed by May next. and 
other units will follow. 


Paper Makers Will Attend Conference 

An important Industrial Congress will be held at Welland, Ont., 
on August 2, 3 and 4 at which the pulp and paper manufacturers 
of the Niagara Peninsula will be present. Prominent industrial 
men from the United States and Canada will attend and a power 
banquet will be held at the Clifton House, Niagara Falls, Ont., on 
August 2, which will be addressed by Sir Adam Beck, chairman 
of the Ontario Hydro-Electric Power Commission for Ontario. 
The Welland Ship Canal and Deep Waterways will also be con- 
sidered at Welland as well as transportation and manufacturing 
problems. 

Backus Application Still in Abeyance 

The application of E. W. Backus of the Fort Frances Pulp 
and Paper Company, to the Ontario government for the exten- 
sive pulpwood concession along the English river consisting of 
2,500 square miles, which, together with the limits that the com- 
pany now own, known as the Lake of the Woods limits, would 
supply pulpwood for the proposed pulp and paper mill at Kenora, 
Ont., has not yet been granted. Mr. Backus’ application has been 
strenuously opposed by the daily newspaper publishers on the 
ground that the Fort Frances Co, had declined to supply its fif- 
teen per cent quota of news print in Canada, and the On- 
tario government has been asked to induce the company to fur- 
nish Canadian journals. Until definite assurance along this line 
is forthcoming, it is not likely that Mr. Backus will be granted 
the new pulpwood concession although Kenora is very anxious 
that he should get the limit in order that the proposed enterprises 
in that town may be proceeded with. 


Calendars May Double in Price 

Owing to the serious shortage of paper in the lithographing 
plants in Toronto and other cities, some of them may have to 
close down in the near future. Coated papers and supercalendared 
book are badly needed and the scarcity is becoming a serious 
matter. In Windsor it is reported that some plants have already 
closed down. It is predicted that calendars for 1921 will cost 
twice as much owing tothe high rates prevailing for paper stock 
of the kind required. One local lithographing firm stated this 
week that, if the shortage continues they would have to revert 
to news print. Owing to the constantly increasing cost, some local 
restaurants are thinking of cutting off the supply of tissue paper 
napkins, which, since the first of the year, have been advanced in 
value, at least, half a dozen times. 


Dailies May Be Forced to Quit 
John M. Imrie, of Toronto, manager of the Canadian Daily 
Newspaper Association, was in Kitchener, Ont., last week, where 
he delivered an address before the publishers of Western Ontario. 
He predicted that a number of dailies would be forced out of 
(Continued on page 36) 
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business as a result of the conditions through which they must 
pass, but, he declared, those that weather the storm will be bet- 
ter and more firmly established as a result of the trying experi- 
ence which they will be compelled to undergo. News print, which 
today is costing $110 per ton, would jump to $130 about October 1. 
These prices, when contrasted with $36 per ton in 1916, an in- 
crease of 261 per cent, would be an important factor which would 
contribute to the closing down of a number of printing plants. 
Certain manufacturers of news print prophesied that this com- 
modity will soar to $160 and $170 per ton before the end of next 
year. Coupled with this, Mr. Imrie pointed to the mounting cost 
of labor, which had already increased one hundred per cent over 
that of 1916 and on top of this there was coming an augmented 
postal rate of several hundred per cent. Seven weekly papers 
have dropped out of business in Lambton county within the last 
five years and there art today one hundred and eight less news- 
papers in the Dominion than there were before the war. 


Inspect Spanish River Paper Plant 

Espanola, one of the chief ;divisions' of the Spanish River Pulp 
and Paper Mills, where 290 tons of newsprint are turned out 
daily, was inspected by the members of the Michigan Pikes Motor 
Touring party last week who were given a warm welcome. W. J. 
Hussey, general superintendent of the paper mills, entertained the 
Pikemen to luncheon at Apsley Lake and a delightful concert was 
given by the tourists’ band which was followed by a dance. The 
visitors inspected all departments of the sulphite and ground wood 
plants as well as the paper mill and continued their journey the 
next day to Blind River and Thessalon and from there to Sault 
Ste Marie where they also visited the Soo activities of the Span- 
ish River Co. and were given a most cordial reception.

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Foreign Trade Statistics 


The exports of paper and manufactures of paper for May, which 
have just been made public by the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce and which are the latest export figures on paper 
available, show a surprising increase. The figures for the month 
are $8,034,657, which exceed both the figures for the preceding 
month of April and the average monthly figures for the past year 
by several million dollars. Not since May a year ago, when the 
figures were larger by several thousand dollars, has such a large 
trade in paper with foreign countries been done. This big in- 
crease in the figures indicates what a large export paper business 
might be done if the shipping facilities and the paper to send 
abroad, of course, were available. The exports of paper for the 
eleven months ending with May amounted to $66,041,470, as com- 
pared with $76,181,641 for the same period in 1919 and $45,450,675 
in 1918. 

The exports of news print for May showed an increase over 
April, but showed a big decrease as compared with May a year 
ago. The figures for the month were $627,719 as compared with 
$381,215 for April and $1,537,274 for May of last year. The ex- 
ports of news print for the eleven months ending with May 
amounted to $5,750,521 as compared with $9,826,934 for the same 
period in 1919 and $8,338,854 for 1918, 

The exports of wrapping paper for the month amounted to 
$664,326 as compared with $708,957 for April and $534,031 for 
May a year ago. The exports of wrapping for the eleven months 
ending with May amounted to $5,178,399 as compared with 
$6,065,688 for the same period in 1919 and $4,140,309 in 1918. 

The exports of writing paper and envelopes for the month 
amounted to $698,415 as compared with $623,575 for April and 
$1,288,732 for May of last year. 
for the eleven months ending 
as compared with $12,238,482 
$4,067,937 in 1918. 

The exports of paper board and strawboard for May amounted 
to $493,816 as compared with $335,839 for April and $527,351 for 
May of last year. 


The exports of these commodities 
with May amounted to $6,623,681 
for the same period in 1919 and 


The foreign sales of these commodities for 
the eleven months ending with May amounted to $3,643,038 as 
compared with $4,370,817 for the same period in 1919 and $2,176,- 
809 in 1918. 

The exports of tissue and toilet paper for May amounted to 
$292,925 as compared with $284,299 for April and $142,221 for 
May a year ago. The exports of these commodities for the eleven 
months ending with May amounted to $2,096,128 as against 
$1,880,930 for the same period in 1919 and $814,590 in 1918. 

The imports of paper and manufactures of paper for May con- 
tinued about the same as for April, but showed a big increase 
over the figures for May a year ago. The figures for the month 
amounted to $6,108,548 as compared with $6,217,686 for April and 
$4,335,241 for May of last year. The imports of paper and manu- 


factures of paper for the eleven months ending with May amount- 
ed to $57,136,845 as against $42,137,576 for the same period in 1919 
and $39,244,113 in 1918. 

The imports of printing paper valued at not above 5 cents per 
pound for the month amounted to $4,981,784 as compared with 
$4,959,478 for April and $3,661,649 for May of last year. The 
imports of this commodity for the eleven months ending with 
May amounted to $46,146,686 as compared with $34,905,206 for the 
same period in 1919 and $31,172,036 in 1918. 

The imports of ground wood for the month were valued at 
$775,459 as compared with $401,332 for April and $341,840 for 
May a year ago. The imports of ground wood for the eleven 
months ending with May were valued at $5,977,349 as compared 
with $4,116,658 for the same period in 1919 and $5,741,909 in 1918. 

The imports of unbleached chemical pulp for May amounted 
to $2,767,454 as compared with $1,717,717 for April and $1,513,993 
for May of last year. The imports of unbleached chemical pulp 
for the eleven months ending with May amounted to $32,360,290 
as compared with $21,469,965 for the same period in 1919 and 
$20,633,231 in 1918. 

The imports of bleached chemical pulp for May amounted to 
$1,983,677 as compared with $1,238,086 for April and $311,731 for 
May of last year. The imports of bleached chemical pulp for the 
eleven months ending with May were valued at $9,323,092 as com- 
pared with $1,919,005 for the same period in 1919 and $1,942,335 
in 1918. ! 

The average price for imported pulpwood for May was $10.87 
per cord as compared with $9.96 per cord for April and $9.74 
per cord for May a year ago. 

The average price for imported ground wood for May was 
$50.42 per ton as compared with $47.74 per ton for April and 
$25.14 per ton for May of last year. The average price of im- 
ported unbleached chemical pulp for May was $94 per ton as 
compared with $77.77 per ton for April and $80.53 per ton for 
May a year ago. 

The average price of imported bleached chemical pulp for May 
was $127 as compared with $123.06 for April and $107.36 for May 
a year ago. 

The average import price for news print for May was .0422 
cent per pound as compared with .0413 cent per pound for April 
and .0347 cent per pound for May a year ago. 


Bow t Sell Your Liberiy Bonds 


Stating that the United States is a strong bridge that will carry 
the Bond across to maturity, the Washington Post in an editorial 
in a recent issue called on the people to hold their Liberty Bonds 
until maturity and refuse to sell them. The Post pointed out that 
the Bonds yield an attractive interest and that people holding 
them should refuse to sell them at current market prices. In 
speaking of the Bond situation, the Post said: 

“The market price for Liberty Bonds is, quite low. Evidently 
many owners of Bonds are selling these securities. If they are not 
compelled by dire necessity to let go of their holdings, they are 
foolish to sell, for the bonds are worth 100 cents on the dollar 
and will bring that if they are held. In addition, they yield in- 
terest at a fair rate, and no pledge on earth is more sure. If the 
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United States lives, the Bonds will be paid in full, interest and 
principal. Of what other security in the world can this be said 
with equal assurance? 

“A decrease in market price is often misunderstood by holders of 
Bonds who are not familiar with financial matters. They take 
alarm and feel that they must sell their Bonds ‘before they go 


lower in price.’ That is false reasoning, and if adopted it causes 


unnecessary loss to individuals who cannot afford to lose even one 
dollar. 

“All that is necessary is to hold all bonds, The market price is 
partly manipulation and partly a result of excessive selling by 
persons who may be ignorant or too hard pressed. But the market 
price need have nothing to do with any bondholder. He is not 
concerned with the depth of a railroad cut if he is on a stout 
bridge, his only concern being the journey across the bridge. 
Similarly the only concern of.a bondholder is to collect the cou- 


pons and the bond in full when due. The price might sag to 


nothing, but that means nothing if the owner does not sell. The 
United States is a strong bridge that will carry the bond across 
to maturity, exactly on the level and without regard to the depths 
of the chasm that is crossed.” 


German Paper Wage Proposal 

Bern, July 12, 1920—The committee appointed by the con- 
vention of the employers’ association of the paper, cellulose 
and pulp industry, held at the Hotel Excelsior in this city, 
expects to reach an agreement with the employees who have 
called a national convention of their own to pass on the rec- 
ommendation of their own committee in favor of accepting 
the employers’ terms. At the employers’ convention all 
members pledged themselves to abide by the decision of the 
bi-partisan committee. At any rate, until a new agreement 
is signed the old scale will continue in force. 

The employers have refused the following demands made 
by the labor unions: Higher rates for overtime and work on 
Sundays and holidays. Overtime pay for substitutes taking 
the places of men on vacation. A regular bonus for regular 
night work. Longer vacations. Recognition of the closed shop. 
Higher pay for piece work. Allowance of time for washing with- 
in the eight hours of labor. 

The employers granted the following of labor’s demands: 
The same pay for Sunday work in pulp and cellulose plants 
as in paper mills. Twenty-five per cent additional pay for 
substitutes taking the places of vacationists. 

The employers association has a semi-official status under 
the new labor laws which provide for an equitable solution of 
differences in the various industries. 

Under these laws the German paper and pulp industry is 
divided into fifteen groups, geographically. Each group is 
entitled to one member and one substitute on the board of gov- 
ernors, with the exception of the group representing the Free 
State of Saxony, which is entitled to three, and of the 
province of Silesia, which is entitled to two representatives, 
in proportion to the importance of their respective industries. 

Should both parties to the pending controversy fail to 
agree the government would intervene and decide questions 
at issue. It seems, however, that there will be an amicable set- 
tlement, provided the workmen will follow the advice of their 
chosen delegates. In that case the scale of wages and work- 
ing conditions would remain in force indefinitely and could 
not be changed unless either party would give notice of 
abrogation. The earliest date for giving such notice would 
be June 30, 1921. 

Consequently Germany’s paper and pulp industry would be 
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secured against strikes and related disturbances for at least a 
year. In their contracts and bids the employers will be able 
to base their estimates on their knowledge of exact labor 
cost. 


Maine Pulp & Paper Co. Showing Big Progress 

The Maine Pulp & Paper Company, which recently acquired 
the plant and properties of the Savage Manufacturing Company 
at Skowhegan, Maine, is, according to an interview had with 
Vice-President and General Manager J. B, O’Brien, making rapid 
strides with its new plans. Large contracts have been made for 
supply of pulp wood and deliveries are already under way to the 
mill Negotiations are also on for large timber holdings, which 
will be a big asset to the company. 

The pulp mill is already in operation, producing several tons 
of ground wood daily. As was announced recently, the company 
is installing additional grinders, deliveries of which they were 
successful in getting immediately. The company owns its own 
water power, and in addition has closed a large contract with 
the Maine Central Power Company for additional electric power. 
The paper machine which was of the cylinder type is being con- 
verted into a Fourdrinier and it is now planned to double the, 
originally estimated production. 

The company already has large orders booked ahead at very 
attractive prices, and with the general conditions of the paper 
trade and the unusual advantages which the company enjoys from 
its location at Skowhegan its success in a big way is assured.

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RECOMMENDED SPECIFICATIONS FOR COOKING RAGS 


The Bureau of Standards at Washington has just issued the 
following recommended specifications for quicklime and hydrated 
lime for use in the cooking of rags for the manufacture of paper: 

(a) Rags are cooked in a digester under steam pressure, with 
lime, soda ash, or caustic soda, or a mixture of soda ash and lime. 
They are then washed to eliminate as much noncellulose material 
as possible. 

Either quicklime or hydrated lime may be used for cooking rags. 
The decision as to which to use is generally based on availability, 
cost, and present practice. 

(b) DeriniTION OF QUICKLIME AND HypratTep Lime.—Quick- 
lime is the product resulting from the calcination of limestone. 
It will slake when water is added to it, and this slaking is accom- 
panied by an evolution of heat and an increase in volume. It 
consists essentially of calcium oxide. Hydrated lime is a dry 
powder which is made by treating quicklime with enough water 
to satisfy its chemical affinity. It consists essentially of calcium 
hydroxide. 

Requirements 

(a) Quatity.—It is obvious that a clean lime, free from dirt 
and gritty substances, is desired. 

(b) Composition.—Quicklime and hydrated lime, to meet the 
requirements of these specifications, shall not exceed the maxi- 
mum percentages or fall below the minimum percentages given 
in the following table:

(c) Packxinc.—Quicklime is shipped either in bulk in carload 
lots or barrels holding 180 pounds net or 280 pounds net each. 
Hydrated lime is shipped in paper bags holding’50 pounds net 
each. 

(d) Marxinc.—Each package, or each carload of bulk material, 
shall be legibly marked with the names of the consignor and con- 
signee, and with some means of identifying the particular contract 
on which the shipment is made. 

This information is in addition to that required by the Federal 
lime-barrel-law. 

Sampling and Testing 

(a) Sampurnc—The purchaser will bear all expense of 
sampling and testing. When quicklime is shipped in bulk, the 
sample shall be so taken that it will represent an average of all 
parts of the shipment from top to bottom, and shall not contain 
a disproportionate share of the top and bottom layers, which are 
most subject to changes. The sample shall comprise at least 10 
shovelfuls taken from different parts of the shipment. The total 
sample taken shall weigh at least 100 pounds, and shall be crushed 
to pass a l-inch ring, mixed thoroughly, and “quartered” to pro- 
vide a 15-pound sample for the laboratory. 

When quicklime is shipped in barrels, at least 3 per cent of the 
number of barrels shall be sampled. They shall be taken from 
various parts of the shipment, dumped, mixed, and sampled as 
specified in the above paragraph. 

In the case of hydrated lime, the sample shall be a fair average 
of the shipment. Three per cent of the packages shall be sam- 
pled. TheSample shall be taken from the surface to the center 
of: the package. The material so obtained shall be thoroughly 


mixed and quartered to provide a 2-pound sample for the labora- 
tory. 

When sampling quicklime or hydrated lime, it is essential that 
the operation be conducted as expeditiously as possible, in order 
to avoid undue exposure of the material to the air. The sample 
to be sent to the laboratory shall immediately be placed in an air- 
tight container in which the unused Portion shall be stored until 
the shipment has been finally accepted or rejected by the pur- 
chaser. 

The sample may be taken either at the point of shipment or 
at the point of destination, as agreed upon by the contracting par- 
ties. The maximum limit for carbon dioxide as given in these 
specifications holds only when the sample is taken at point of 
shipment. If it is desired to take the sample at point of destina- 
tion, due allowance must be made in order that the lime manu- 
facturer shall not be penalized for the carbon dioxide absorbed 
in transit. 

(b) Testinc.—The following directions are a brief summary 
of the analytical methods which are recommended. For more 
complete information on this subject reference should be made 
to “The Analysis of Silicate and Carbonate Rocks,” by W. F. 
Hillebrand, United States Geological Survey, Bulletin No. 700. 

Blast 0.5 g. of the sample for 15 minutes in a platinum crucible. 
Cool, and transfer to an evaporating dish. Mix to a slurry with 
distilled water. Add.5 to 10 cc. concentrated HCl. Heat gently 
until solution is complete, breaking up Iumps if necessary. Evap- 
orate to dryness on water bath. Add 5 to 10 cc. concentrated 
HCl, and dilute with an equal volume of distilled water. Digest 
on water bath for 10 minutes. Filter, and wash with hot water. 
Evaporate the filtrate to dryness. Dissolve in acid and water as 
before. Filter, and wash with hot water. Ignite the two pre- 
cipitates together, and weigh as silica and insoluble matter. 

Dilute the above filtrate to 250 cc. Add HCl if necessary to 
insure a total volume of 10 to 15 cc. Make alkaline with 
NH,OH. Boil until odor of NH, is barely noticeable. Filter, 
and wash slightly with hot water. Dissolve the pricipitate with 
hot dilute HCl, and repeat the precipitation as before. Filter, and 
wash thoroughly with hot water. Ignite, and weigh as oxides of 
iron and aluminum. 

To the filtrates from the above add a few drops of NH,OH 
and bring to a boil. Add 25 cc, of a saturated solution of (NH,), 
C,O,. Continue boiling until the precipitate becomes granular. 
Let stand until precipitate settles clear. Filter, and wash with 
boiling water. Ignite the precipitate, dissolve in dilute HCl, and 
dilute to 100 cc. Add excess NH,OH, and boil. Filter out any 
insoluble matter, ignite and weigh, and add its weight to the 
oxides of iron and alumina found previously. To this filtrate 
add (NH,).C.O,, proceeding as before. Filter, and wash with 
boiling water. Ignite and blast to constant weight as calcium 
oxide, 

Acidify the filtrates from the above with HCL Evaporate to 
150 cc. Add 10 cc. of a saturated solution of NaNH.HPO, and 
boil. Cool. Add NH,OH drop by drop, with constant stirring, 
until the precipitate starts to form. Then add moderate excess 
of NH,OH. Stir for several minutes. Let stand overnight. 
Filter, and dissolve the precipitate in hot dilute HCl. Dilute to 
100. cc., add 1 cc. of saturated solution of NaNH,HPO,, and pre- 
cipitate as before. Filter, and wash with an alkaline solution 
made by diluting NH,OH until it contains about 2% per cent 
NH, and then adding a few drops of HNO,. Ignite, and weigh 
as Mg,P.0,. Multiply this weight by 40/1111 to find the weight 
of MgO. 

Place 5 g. of the sample in a small Erlenmeyer flask and cover

Factors in Obtaining Opacity 


Question No. 2535.—What do you consider as important fac- 
tors in the manufacture of white opaque book papers? 


Answer No. 2535.—Some of the most important factors for 
obtaining opacity in book papers are the selection of the most 
opaque fibres. In wood pulp fibres their opacity may depend 
largely upon the treatment received in the pulp mill, the paper 
should carry as much clay as is consistent for the strength of 
the paper. Sheet should be well closed on the wire, well sized, 
and not too high finished on the calenders. The opacity may also 
be greatly aided by putting an excessive amount of yellow color 
in the beaters, then toning it up to shade by the addition of blue 
and pink color. For example, if the paper you are making, 
matches your sample in color, but is not so opaque as the sample, 
you could increase the opacity by adding yellow and still get your 
color to match by whitening with blue and pink. Of course this 
procedure is limited to the brightness of paper being matched. 


Testing of Bleaching Powder 


Question No. 2536.—Will you kindly inform me through your 
Journal regarding the testing of bleaching powder liquor? Does 
the hydrometer test of the liquor indicate its bleaching strength 
and can it be relied upon absolutely? 


Answer No. 2536—The hydrometer test of bleaching liquor 
does not always indicate the bleaching power of the liquor. Much 
depends upon the available chlorine contained in the original 
bleaching powder and the length of time the liquor has stood and 
in what temperature. The powder and liquor should be kept in 
a cool place. The liquor will lose its bleaching strength very 
rapidly if kept for any length of time in temperatures above 70° F. 
although the hydrometer reading may not show much loss; there- 
fore it cannot be relied upon absolutely. 


What Woods Are Used for Pulp 


Question No, 2537.—Will you kindly inform me what kind of 
pulp can be manufactured from spruce, poplar, birch, ash and gum 
wood, and if one can utilize all of the above woods in a certain 
class of wood pulp? 


Answer No. 2537.—Spruce and other coniferous woods are 
generally manufactured into sulphite pulp. Poplar and other 
broad leaf woods are generally manufactured into soda pulp. 
Birch, ash and gum would come under this heading. Spruce and 
other coniferous woods are especially adapted to the sulphite 
process as the broad leaf woods are to the soda process and while 
all of the above mentioned woods might be manufactured by the 
same process it would be impractical to do so for many reasons. 
The chemical and mechanical treatments of the different woods 
would vary and the quality of your pulp would be ever changing. 
The spruce fibre being long, flat, and twisting, while the fibres 
of broad leaf woods are short, straight and rounding, 
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Take Over Reservoirs at Watertown 
[FRoM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Watertown, N. Y., July 26, 1920—The Board of the Black 
River Regulating District has taken over the control of the Still- 
water, Sixth Lake and Old Forge reservoirs from the Conserva- 
tion Commission and is now operating them. J. Victor Baron, 
chairman of the board, and E. S. Cullings, secretary, returned Fri- 
day night from a tour of inspection of the latter two reservoirs 
where they passed Thursday and Friday. 

The reservoirs were formerly used and operated by the Black 
River Canal commission, but for the past several years have been 
under the control of the Conservation Commission, until July 1 
when the local regulating board took control, 

It is through the fact that the local board can best understand 
and protect local requirements of water flow that the control was 
transferred. The chairman and secretary inspected the Fourth 
Lake outlet which is to be greatly improved by dredging. It will 
mean 50 per cent more water in the Old Forge reservoir. 

The Conservation Commission is to build a new concrete dam 
at the outlet of Sixth Lake and work will be started August 15.

with hot distilled water. Connect this flask»into a carbondioxide 
train, set up as follows: Next to the flask is a reflux condenser, 
to which is connected a calcium-chloride drying tube, followed 
by a tube containing anhydrous CuSO, then another tube of 
CaCl., then by two tubes filled with soda lime, and finally by an- 
other tube of CaCl,. The entire train’must be so arranged that a 
stream of CO, free air can be kept passing through it. Start 
this stream of air. Weigh the tubes containing soda lime and 
replace them in the train. Add to the sample in the flask about 
25 cc, of 1:1 HCl, being careful that no gas is lost and that the 
effervescence is not too violent during the operation. When the 
effervescence diminishes, heat the flask, bringing the liquid grad- 
ually to boiling. Boil for 1 minute. Remove the flame and allow 
the flask to cool while the stream of air is still flowing, for 30 
minutes. Disconnect and weigh the soda-lime tubes. Their in- 
crease in weight is recorded as carbon dioxide.

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New York Market Review

Because of the usual summer lull in business the attention of 
the entire trade seems to have been shifting, during the past 
few weeks, from prices to the transportation and fuel prob- 
lems. There is a great deal of anxiety about both of these 
difficulties although the outlook for a solution of the railroad 
situation is brightening up a bit. It seems to be a little easier 
to procure box cars now—although flat cars are as scarce as 
ever—but whether this is due to an actual improvement in 
shipping conditions or to the fact that there is less demand 
for cars just now remains to be seen when business speeds up 
in the fall. Then, too, the exodus of “empties” for the West 
to handle the grain harvest next month may prove a com- 
plicating factor. The fuel shortage still continues very serious 
and the mills that were unable to buy coal ahead of schedule 
are forced to run close. 

There has been little change in news print over last week. 
The big dealers are not bidding against each other as much as 
they were and the consequent easing up of the demand, in 
spite of the fact that the jobbers have little of it on hand, has 
kept the price absolutely level. Sheet news continues to be 
quite active and the mills are working strenuously ¢o fill their 
orders. 

Little or no complaint has been made on the shipment of 
book paper, but a shortage still exists and jobbers are buying 
where they can but they are utterly unable to supply the de- 
mand, which will increase both in this kind of stock and in 
news print as soon as the political campaign is launched. The 
price of machine finished paper has risen a little, but the 
others remain quite firm. 

Prices on tissue have remained stationary with the demand 
continuing moderate. Shipments are arriving, but they are 
not always in good shape, the reason, it is said, being that 
some of the cars are in such poor repair that they afford in- 
adequate protection against the weather. Jobbers are not buy- 
ing very heavily,-but all the available tonnage seems to be 
finding its way to the consumers. 

With prices still high and a very lively demand not much 
of a supply of paper boards remains in the hands of the job- 
bers. In spite of traffic congestion a great deal of business 
is being done in this field, particularly in folding box and 
manila lined stock. Coarse paper, however, continues dull al- 
though the price remains about the same. 

There is a general opinion throughout the trade that manu- 
facturers are buying up all the raw material available in spite 
of the complicated shipping conditions. For bad as they have 
been for the past months and slight as the present im- 
provement is, the winter is sure to make things worse unless 
there is some radical turn toward betterment before the first 
snow falls. 





Mechanical Pulp 


Many of the Canadian mills are turning to the use of paper 
stock instead-of ground wood, and, although this is going to 
force paper stock up a little and increase its scarcity, it will 
probably make ground wood somewhat easier to procure. At 
the. present time it continues scarce, however, and high prices 
are generally quoted with the mills still in great need of 


pulp. Chemical Pulp 


There is also a great demand in this field with prices rising 
a little. Foreign kraft, domestic sulphite and domestic kraft 
have all-gone up somewhat and bleached soda continues to be 
very scarce. Importations are light in spite of the great de- 
mand existing for this kind of pulp on this side of the At- 
lantic. 


Domestic and Foreign Rags 

The market for rags is more or less inactive probably due 
largely to the slackness of the season and poor shipping con- 
ditions. There is a good demand in some quarters for this 
stock, but it is not good enough to liven things up much. 
Roofing rags still exhibit considerable lassitude but the price 
remains about the same, as is true in almost all rags. There 
is no demand at all for foreign stock with a consequent de- 
cline in importations. 

Old Rope and Bagging 


Prices continue to be low and firm for rope and bagging and 
with no demand a quiet market and little business mark this 
field. The only activity at all has been a slight drop in No. 
1 Domestic Gunny. Buyers evince very little interest in this 
line these days and the mills seem to have plenty of the stuff 
on hand. 

Waste Paper 

There is continued activity in this market, particularly in 
Colored No. 1 Shavings which have risen somewhat in price. 
No. 1 White News has also gone up as has No. 1 Mixed. 
Common paper on the other hand has suffered a slight de- 
cline. The supply appears to be adequate in all of these and 
the demand is quite. brisk. 

Twine 

Twine has shown absolutely no change over last week. The’ 
supply is short and the demand still good. The mills are so 
overcrowded with orders that they are having difficulty in 
keeping up. Prices continue steady and level. 


Paper Suits Made in Germany 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., July 28, 1920—Large quantities of paper 
suits made in Germany, are being displayed by a British firm of 
importers at their shop in London, according to a despatch re- 
ceived here. 

These ready-made suits are cut to English styles and are said 
to be of the very best class of paper texture and are being re- 
tailed at from $8 to $40 a suit. Last month 40,000 of these suits 
were being imported by a firm of transport agents from Germany 
via Holland, and another consignment of 5,000 is on the way. 
Further consignments are expected to arrive at frequent intervals. 

A large number of the suits have been re-exported to India and 
South Africa, says the despatch, but some merchants in London 
are of the opinion that, in view of the present high price of 
clothing, there are wide possibilities in paper suits, especially in 
industrial districts, if they could be cut more in the English style 
and to English tastes. 

The agents who are dealing in these suits, state that by buying 
under the present rate of exchange it is possible for a man to 
purchase a new suit once a week and that, over a period of 


twelve months, the entire cost would be less than the price of one 
single English suit. 


File Plans for $500,000 Paper Plant 


Ricumonp, Va., July 27, 1920.—Preliminary plans have been 
filed in the office of the building inspector for the half-million- 
dollar plant of the Standard Paper Manufacturing Company, to 
be located at the south end of Mayo’s bridge, just east of Hull 
street. No applications for the permit has been issued as yet and 
no exact estimate made of the cost. 

The plans are by Joseph H. Wallace & Co., engineers, of New 
York City, and are said to provide a modern factory lay-out of 
the most complete description. An old cotton factory building, 
recently acquired by the Standard, adjoining its present plant, 
is to be completely remodeled and enlarged to several times its 
present size.
